This is in reference to your March 19, 2015, Freedom of Information Act request addressed 
to the U.S. Department of Justice, Federal Bureau of Investigation, for access to records 
regarding George H. Ryan. 


Found in the files of the U.S. Department of Justice, Federal Bureau of Investigation was 55 
pages of record material that originated with the U.S. Postal Inspection Service. These 
pages were referred to this office for a releasability determination and direct response to 
you. 


Enclosed are 22 pages that can be released to you. Certain deletions have been made to 
this material pursuant to title 5, United States Code, section 552(b)(5), which permits the 
withholding of inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which reflect the pre- 
decisional, deliberative processes of the agency, and/or letters that would not be available 
by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the U.S. Postal Service or which 
consist of attorney work product prepared in anticipation of litigation; section 552(b)(6), 
where release of personal information, including medical and personnel files, the disclosure 
of which would be a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy; section 552(b)(7)(C), 
which permits the withholding of records or information compiled for law enforcement 
purposes, the release of which could constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal 
privacy of third parties; and section 552(b)(7)(D), which exempts information that could 
teasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential source and confidential 
information furnished by that source. 


In addition to these enclosures, there are 33 other pages which are exempt from disclosure 
in their entirety in accordance with title 5, United States Code, section 552(b)(5), section 
552(b)(6), section 552(b)(7)(C), and section 552(b)(7)(D).

You have the right to appeal this partial denial of your request by writing to the Chief 
Counsel, U.S. Postal Service, 475 L'Enfant Plaza, SW, Washington, DC 20260-1135, 
within 30 days of the date of this letter. The letter of appeal should include statements 
concerning this response, and the reasons why it is believed to be erroneous, and the relief 
sought, along with copies of the original request, this letter, and any other related 
correspondence. 


As part of the 2007 FOIA amendments, the Office of Government Information Services 
(OGIS) was created to offer mediation services to resolve disputes between FOIA 
requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. Using OGIS 
services does not affect your right to pursue litigation. If you are requesting access to your 
own records (which is considered a Privacy Act request), you should know that OGIS does 
not have the authority to handle requests made under the Privacy Act of 1974.
